COMPILER’S INTRODUCTION. 


These indexes, like those for 1966-75, have been compiled with many kinds 
of users in mind. All, however, will find their usefulness enhanced if they will 
take time to browse through them for an overall acquaintance to begin with. 

The core of the present indexes is again the Classified Table of Contents. This 
consists of a transcription of the titles of all articles in Cistercian Studies and its 
Bulletin, and also of papers reported in such items. These many titles have been 
gathered into eight basic Parts, inspired by the original plan of the Bulletin: 
Western/Eastern Christian Monasticism for the periods to the year 500 / from 
500 to 1000 / from 1000 to 1500 / and from 1500 to the present. Two additional 
Parts are provided for Generalities: Pastoral and Historical. 

As much as possible, we have kept this decade’s indexes in line with those of 
the previous decade, but editorial policies and monastic interests have evolved 
considerably in the meantime. Thus a number of changes will be apparent. These 
are explained at the head of each Section. Most notable has been the creation 
of a whole new Part, comprising 13 Sections, dedicated to Thomas Merton. 

Another important change has been the suppression of the Analytical Thematic 
Index. This will be disappointing for those wishing to pursue a given theme or 
topic down the ages. It did, however, prove too difficult to apply to this decade’s 
material the categories that had emerged from those of the previous one. We have, 
instead, rearranged the Pastoral Generalities (Part A) in terms of key topics, which 
should help those who may miss any kind of a Subject Index. We also have gi- 
ven special attention to the Index of Proper Names for the same reason. 

Back in 1966-75, Cistercian Studies and its Bulletin were still very close to the 
corresponding pages of Collectanea Cisterciensia. By now the distance is much 
greater, and there is a far greater complementarity. The Ten-Year Indexes for 
the Collectanea are compiled on a plan quite different from ours, a plan which 
caters especially to librarians interested in quickly locating book-reviews. Also, 
the French-language Bulletin continues the same almost exhaustive coverage of 





monastic publications as was general in earlier years, and so we recommend it 
especially to seekers of bibliography. 

As for the present indexes, the one for Proper Names will be of use mainly to 
scholars who recall a given article by its contents but need some help in relocat- 
ing it in conjunction with their work. The Index of Modern Authors will be of 
some use to librarians looking for opinions about possible purchases. We have 
tried to enhance it in that direction this time. But I believe that the ones who can 
most profit from the present instrument are the simple monks, nuns and devout 
layfolk who wish to browse through the Classified Table of Contents and discover 
what has been going on in the intellectual life of the Ordo Monasticus over the 
past decade. 

Although we cannot take Cistercian Studies as a fool-proof sampling of re- 
cent trends, a comparison of its first and second decades and their contents — 
clearly displayed in their Classified Tables — cannot but arouse interesting ques- 
tions. How did it come, for instance, that the second decade seems to have lost 
almost all the interest the first decade showed in the monasticism of the modern 
Eastern Church? Then, too, the great interest shown this decade in the Non- 
Christian East; will it survive to show up as strongly in the 1995 Index? Above 
all, what nascent trends, which fledgling authors, of this decade, will be the high- 
lights of the next? 

As for practical directions for use of the several indexes, we have taken pains 
to provide clear instructions at the head of each one. Initial browsing, however, 
will be well rewarded when it comes to practical use. 

I again wish to thank our Prior, Fr John Baptist Hasbrouck, for his interest 
and help in the production of these pages, and especially our Editor, Br Patrick 
Hart, for his eagerness and support throughout the task.

FORMAT, SIGLA & ABBREVIATIONS 


We trust that the format of the Classified Table of Contents (CTC), as seen on the fac- 
ing page, will be self-explanatory, at least after a little experience. 

The figures in the left-hand column always begin with two digits, ranging from (19)76 
to (19)85 and indicating the year or volume in question. Next come either the letter “p”, 
introducing the page number in the main body of that volume, or else the siglum, “n”, 
introducing the entry number in the Bull. 

When these figures in the /eft-hand column are printed in italics, the entry referred to 
is just a short notice. If they are printed in Roman type, it is a fuller article or review. 

The letters and digits used to indicate individual Sections of the CTC are best understood 
by perusing the outline on the previous page. Where digits are used, they are chosen for 
their correspondance with the Index for 1966-75 ; where there are no digits, we have de- 
parted from the 1966-75 arrangement. 

At the far right, some lines carry a cross-reference to another Section. All such refer- 
ences will be found at the head of the Section in question. 

Words printed with emphasis within a title or a parenthetical note, will be found in the 
Indices of Proper Names or of Modern Authors.

(iii) If this volume reference is printed in italics, the item itself will be only a short no- 
tice, a passing reference to your topic in the course of a broader article. 

3) If you do not find the item you desire by scanning the section of the CTC thus indicat- 
ed, look to the top of the section. There you may find cross-references to other sections, 
where your topic will be jointly treated with a topic proper to that other section.

2) Observe the symbols printed with your author’s name. 

(i) The letters, with or without numbers, refer to the sections of the Classified Table 
of Contents (CTC) in which your author appears. 

(ii) Bold print for any of those symbols indicates that your author appears more than 
once in that section. 

(iii) The sign “ = ”, which follows many entries offers you a short cut by sending you 
directly to the volume and page (or Bulletin number) concerned. When these data are giv- 
en in italics, the item in the text treats your author only in passing, by way of a short 
notice. We offer this service only where space allows. 

3) Turn to the appropriate section of the CTC and look for your author. 

(i) Generally the name will appear in UPPER-CASE letters at the beginning of the item 
concerned. Otherwise it will be in bold print. 

(ii) Generally also it will be in alphabetical sequence within the section, but many sec- 
tions have subdivisions, and some items have several authors, necessitating a broader search 
for your author. 

(iii) Having located the desired title, observe the indication of the volume (year) and 
page (or number), as explained above 2 (iii). 

4) For fuller detail and greater ease of consultation, see the overall directions on p. 62 above.
